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Introduction 


Introduction 


Dez the summer of 1983, I asked Simon Teenar, who was then the 
Executive Director of the Inuit Cultural Institute, if I might take a trip by 
snowmobile to a number of NWT communities to talk about the work of the Institute. 
We had planned to visit the communities, but we didn’t have much money for 
travelling. Because of that, I wanted to visit them by snowmobile and find out what 
they would like to see in our work for them. Our Executive Director thought it would 
be a good way to see the Inuit people, at least in some communites, and talk with them 
about ICI. The trip was approved in April 1984. 


After the snowmobile trip, I proposed another trip, this time by foot from Churchill, 
Manitoba to Eskimo Point, NWT. I wanted to find out more about places where Inuit 
used to live and to find out if we could still travel by foot like they did in the past. This 
was also supported by ICI and the trip was approved. In February 1986, I took this 
second trip with Frank Jjiki. 


This booklet contains reports on the two trips which have been published in the hope 
that they would be beneficial to readers. In these reports, I explain what I learned from 
the trips and include some hints on how-to handle yourself in the wilderness.

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A snowmobile trip 


Ts is a report of my trip by Yamaha snowmobile to eight communities. 

The trip was mainly to find out what kind of cultural programs other 
communities would like to see and to get their ideas on the role of the Inuit Cultural 
Institute here in Eskimo Point. I planned to hold meetings or participate in open air 
shows on FM radio to find out people’s opinions on ICI. The trip was approved by the 
Executive Director and the Board of Directors of ICI during their meeting of April 9-12, 
1984 in Eskimo Point. 


I left Eskimo Point for Baker Lake on April 13, 1984 at 7 a.m. with three companions— 
my brother Thomas Suluk, Anowtelik and Bernard Anoee. They all planned to travel 
with me as far as Baker Lake from whence I planned to travel on alone. We travelled 
across the Qamanirjuaq Bay towards the northwest and saw caribou there. 


On the following day, a Saturday, the weather was perfect. We left Qamanirjuaq for 
Parker Lake and stopped for tea at Sikkati’s cabin. While we were there, two hunters 
came, Nungnig and Angaliag, both from Baker Lake. They were on their way to go 

hunting and fishing. We travelled on to Baker Lake and got there in the evening. 


We stayed in Baker Lake for two days and went on the radio for an hour and a half. 
Many people were out of town during that time because it was the weekend when 
people go out fishing. My brother and the two others left to go back to Eskimo Point. 


() n Tuesday, April 17, the weather was nice with the wind coming from the 
southeast. I travelled alone this time towards the north following 
snowmobile tracks. An unfamiliar land, not as rocky as before, stretched out before me. 
The next morning, I met two land skills instructors, Qillulaag and Alig, with their 
students. They were on their way from Baker Lake to go fishing. We had lunch together 
in a place called Amarulik and right after lunch I travelled on. It was getting cloudy, but 
the wind had gone down a lot as I reached a lake. 





I stopped at an old abandoned Elan snowmobile. From there, I travelled on towards the 
north, but at the end of the lake, it started to get foggy and hard to see, so I stopped 
after passing the lake. I called Baker Lake on HF radio and was told that the old 
Ski-doo I saw earlier was in a place called Apuqtinnaaqtuq. I understood that it was the 
name of the lake, but I didn’t have any idea where it was. 
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From there, I travelled to the north, and later in the evening it started to get very foggy 
and the land became very rough and rocky. There were lots of hills all around me. I got 
worried about getting lost and called Baker Lake on HF radio, but it was very hard to 
describe exactly where I was. They asked me to go back to Apuqtinnaaqtug and call 
them again from there. It took me four hours to drive to Amarulik where I had met the 
hunters earlier. When I finally got there, the hunters were already gone. I called Baker 
Lake again and was told that Tukummigq and his family would be coming this way on 
their way to Gjoa Haven and that I should wait for them. 





On Wednesday, the weather was drifting snow and very windy with the wind coming 
from the northwest. The sun came out once in a while. Later that day Tukummigq and 
his family arrived and together we travelled to Gjoa Haven. This time we travelled a 
different way, following the lakes. Tukummiq would tell me where we were and which 
way we would be going. Once again, we saw caribou all over. There were now four 
Ski-doos altogether and we didn’t have to stop to cool off their engines because the 
weather was cooler and perfect for travelling. We stopped at a place called Siatuuq for 
one night. The land from Apugtinnaaqtug to Siatuuq seemed to be much better with 
smaller hills and rocks as we travelled towards the west. 


On Thursday when we left Siatuug in mid-morning, the weather was very good and 
sunny, but colder. The land was strewn with smaller rocks and was much better to 
travel, and we could see for miles and miles. All day long, we saw caribou here and 
there. Late in the afternoon, we reached the Back River which is very wide. The south 
side of it was tundra and the other side was rocky. The banks were very high and steep. 
We camped on the river ice and got one caribou there. 
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On Good Friday, April 20, the wind was coming from the southeast with drifting snow 
all day as we travelled along the river and later on the land. When we got to Franklin 
Lake, we travelled to the north across the lake until we reached the other shore where 
we stopped for lunch. All around us, the land was very beautiful with rocks only on the 
hills. When we finally reached the sea, we started travelling towards the west and, after 
a few hours, we saw the Ski-doo tracks of Gjoa Haven hunters. We followed the tracks 
and stopped for tea at Qaiquarjuit. Tukummig told me that we might get to Gjoa Haven 
later that evening. We called Gjoa Haven on HF radio and were told that someone 
would meet us later that evening. 


The weather was now getting clear, but Savgut started having trouble with his gamutik. 
He thought he could make it to Gjoa Haven without stopping to fix it. Then we met 
two hunters on snowmobiles on their way home to Gjoa Haven and travelled with them 
through the Ski-doo tracks all the way to the settlement. Other people on Ski-doos came 
out to meet us. They were all very happy to see us and travelled with us back towards 
the settlement. Later that evening, we saw the lights of Gjoa Haven from a long way 
off. It took us a long time to get there, but we finally arrived about 10 p.m. 


On Saturday, April 21, the weather was very good again and the people of Gjoa Haven 
were having games and dog-team races. There was a drum dance in the evening until 
very late that night. The elders were happy to have me there and asked me to dance. 

In Gjoa Haven, I was on the radio for almost two hours to explain what the trip was all 
about and to talk with the people of the community.

Tes next day, I started travelling again, this time with Simon Ukpakuq from 
Spence Bay who was visiting Gjoa Haven by Ski-doo. We travelled together 
on the sea ice and arrived in Spence Bay on Sunday. Everything went well on the trip as 
we travelled toward the northeast. It was during this part of the trip that I had an 
overwhelming sadness knowing that I was a long way from my hometown and still had 
to travel through this unknown land for days to come. The sadness only lasted for a few 
minutes though. 


Later that day, I finally saw two kinds of caribou I had previously only heard about. 

One group of caribou was made up of smaller animals while the other group was made | 
up of bigger caribou. The land became very nice as we got closer to Spence Bay. The sea 
was all covered with ice and we couldn't see a floe edge. I stopped once in a while to 
look around and take some pictures. We got to Spence Bay around 6 p.m. and were | 
greeted warmly by some of the people. | 





Leaving Spence Bay, it started to get very rocky. This time, I would be travelling with 
some young people going home to Pelly Bay after visiting for the Easter holidays. 





On Monday, April 23, the weather was clear and cold. In the morning, I had to get 
some gas and see a few more people. After explaining my trip on tape for a radio 
program, I went to see the young people waiting for me. We left just after noon. At this 
time, there was hardly anyone in town on the Easter holiday. Many people were out of 
town for a seal hunting contest and many workers were out on the land on their day 
off. 





When we left Spence Bay, we travelled to the east, which was finally toward home. It 
was very rocky all day long as we went towards Netsilik. Altogether, we saw three 
Ski-doo tracks all the way to Arnaquaksaat where we stopped for tea. One of the young 
men told me that he’d heard from the elders that this place, Arnaquaksaat, was a 
mysterious and strange place. There was a saying that one person alone should not 
travel through here or camp alone or something strange might happen to him. That was 
what they believed in the past. While we had lunch there, we called Pelly Bay on HF 
radio to let them know that we were on our way there. Also at that place there was a 
very small lake where I was told that people used to fish. When we left Arnaquaksaat, 
we went to the east to a place called Kangir&ugjuaq. From there, we went to the east to 
Pelly Bay. We passed the big rocky hill called Qurvigjuaq for a long time and finally 
arrived in Pelly Bay in the evening. We were happy to get there after the long trip and I 
stayed with Kakiarniut and his family. 





On Tuesday, it was good weather in the morning but it got foggy off and on late in the 
day. People in Pelly Bay were holding games and in the evening, Charlie Panigoniak, 
who happened to be there for a concert, was singing. Everyone was having a good time. 
Someone asked me to play my harmonica with the other musicians so I did for a while. 
The hamlet council agreed to have a special meeting with me even though it was an 
Easter holiday. I was very grateful to them as I had an opportunity to explain my trip. 





The good weather held up. I left Pelly Bay at 7 a.m. for Repulse Bay along the river 
until I got to the cabin in the place called Committee Bay. From there, | travelled 
overland to the sea. It was a very long trip to the other side. I tried to call the other 
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communities on HF radio, but it was now impossible to get through. I learned later that 
most of the HF radios were not working because of the weather or something. But later 
in the evening, the radios were back to normal again. As I was travelling, I saw caribou 
walking to the north. Finally, in the late evening, I reached the other side of the sea 
and stopped to take some pictures. 


The weather was now beautiful and I knew that I would make it to Repulse Bay later in 
the evening. I was now a lot happier knowing that I didn’t have long to go to my 
region, the Keewatin. I got to Repulse Bay at 9 p.m. When I got there, Usai was waiting 
for me. We would be travelling together to Chesterfield Inlet. 


On Thursday, April 26, it was good weather again. Land claims people were also visiting 
the community and they went on the radio to talk about land claims. On their program, 
I had an opportunity to explain what my trip was all about. People were happy to have 
me there. Some were happy for me as I was now a lot closer to my hometown. Someone 
wanted to know why I was travelling by Ski-doo instead of by plane. I explained that it 
was a lot cheaper to go by Ski-doo than by air. The people were very encouraging and 
most of them wanted to see more Inuit traditions being taught in their community. In 
Repulse Bay, the people explained that they were thinking of forming an elders 
committee so their knowledge could be passed on to their children. One old lady was 
especially happy to have me there and gave me a sealskin, saying she wanted me to 
have a nice pair of sealskin mittens. 


T* weather was once again beautiful on Friday. Just before 11 a.m., I left 
Repulse for Chesterfield Inlet with Usai and his family. After travelling on 
the sea ice for a while, we went to the land. We were looking around for wolves but 
didn’t see any. After stopping for tea, we started again and met Alla Gibbons from 
Coral Harbour following us. Later on at Snowbank River, we met some hunters from 
Repulse Bay having tea on their way to Wager Bay. Later on Kupaak and his son 
camped with us in a tent at a place called Matsuq just north of Wager Bay. From there, 
we travelled to the south. The water in Wager Bay was open and we had to go around 
it. All day, we saw caribou here and there. 





Next morning, there was some drifting snow. We travelled for four hours to a cabin at 
Douglas Point. On Saturday, April 28, after stopping for tea, Kupaak and his son said 
good-bye because they were returning home. They would be polar bear hunting on their 
way home. 


After crossing Wager Bay, we saw seals and caribou and later on saw wolves, but they 
were running away. Usai and I both got wolves, but we didn't bother to go after the 
rest of them as the land was now very rough with lots of hills and rocks. It was 
dangerous to go too fast as there were lots of rocks. As we went towards the sea, the 
weather started to go bad so we camped and got one caribou there. The tent was very 
cold, but we were okay. 





On Sunday, it was very stormy so we stayed in our camp and slept late. Later in the 
day, we told some hunters from Coral Harbour who were out caribou hunting and were 
camping on the sea ice that they should wait for the weather to clear up, too. Usai told 
them on HF radio that we might make it to Chesterfield Inlet as soon as the weather 
cleared up.

The map shows the two trips made by David Owingayak. The first, by snowmobile, took him 
through the communities north of Eskimo Point. The second, on foot, was to Churchill, 


Manitoba and back from Eskimo Point. 
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On Monday, the weather was better and very clear. The land looked very nice as we 
travelled to the sea. When we reached the sea, we stopped for tea and fixed Alla’s John 
Deere snowmobile while the rest travelled on to Chesterfield Inlet. After we fixed it, we 
started travelling again, but after a while it broke down again. So we stopped and fixed 
it again. We got it going once more but the chain broke and we had to leave it. Now 
we had to use one Yamaha to Chesterfield Inlet, travelling on the sea ice which was very 
hard and broken up in some places. We saw one polar bear which was very clean and 
looked really beautiful, but we didn’t bother with it and travelled on. It was fun to 
travel on the ice that night. We could see the lights of Chesterfield Inlet from a long 
ways off and it was three hours until we finally got there. When we got there, everyone 
was sleeping as it was very early in the morning. 


On Tuesday, it was good weather again. After meeting with the council and visiting 
some people in the community, Alla and I left for Rankin Inlet. The land became 
familiar as we travelled following Ski-doo tracks. It was lots of fun and very good 
weather to travel. I started to drive faster for the first time since I left Eskimo Point 
because the land and ice were now more smooth and I knew the land much better. We 
went on the sea ice and then turned to Rankin Inlet. I only saw two caribou between 
Chesterfield Inlet and Rankin Inlet, but it was fun to travel in good weather. We got to 
Rankin Inlet at 8 p.m. 


On Wednesday, the sun was shining. I was interviewed by CBC Keewatin radio in 
Rankin Inlet and then talked with the president of the Keewatin Inuit Association, 
Peter Ernerk, in his office. I also went to the Hamlet Council office to see what they 
would want me to do, but I was told that they had to have a meeting, so in the 
afternoon Alla and I left for Whale Cove. In Whale Cove, I was told by their radio 
committee that I didn’t need to be a member of their local radio society to get on the 
air. I went on the radio and explained what the trip was about. 
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Tes next day was cloudy with light snow. We left Whale Cove in 
mid-morning for Eskimo Point. We stopped for tea at Sandy Point and called 
Eskimo Point on the radio and told them that we would arrive later on. Near Austin 
Island, we saw a Ski-doo coming from Eskimo Point. It was Makayak who had come to 
meet us because his son was travelling with us from Whale Cove. Just before 5 pm, we 
got to Eskimo Point. When I got home, I saw a sign saying ‘‘Welcome Home’’ just 
outside my house. When I stopped my Yamaha, my youngest son ran out to me without 
any boots on. My family was very happy. 


During my trip, the weather was good most of the time. There were only two days of 
bad weather. One was at the north of Baker Lake and the other one in Wager Bay. 

I used 120 gallons (541 litres) of gas for the entire trip. My Yamaha snowmobile was in 
good condition for the trip and never broke down. 


The trip was over and everything went well. Many people were happy for me. 


I would like to thank the people who encouraged and helped me on this trip. I would 
especially like to thank Tapatai of Baker Lake, who kept in touch with me and informed 
people where I was on his HF radio. Tapatai is especially in my thoughts as he was a 
big help to me and gave me much advice on my trip. I would like to thank Tukummiq 
and his family for leading me to Gjoa Haven from Baker Lake. My thanks to Henry 
Quursuut of Gjoa Haven who planned the drum dance for my arrival and to the young 
people who took part in the drum dance. 


Many thanks to Simon Ukpakug and the four other young men who led me from 
Spence Bay to Pelly Bay. Also, thanks to Usai who travelled with me from Repulse Bay 
to Chesterfield Inlet. All of them were a big help to me and their dedication and help 
should be remembered. I would also like to thank the local hamlet councils and radio 
societies for their help in the communities. 


Many thanks to my former boss, Simon Teenar, and the ICI board of directors for 
approving this wonderful trip to eight communities. 


I would like to thank Tulurialik for inviting me to visit him and talking with me. He is 
now an old man and should be respected by many of us for his advice and love for 
people. 


My thanks to Qaagutaaq of Pelly Bay who encouraged me on my trip and told me about 
our leaders who used to travel a long way by dog teams which took them a very long 
time to get their destination. He told me to think about the time when I would finally 
return to my hometown. 





In Repulse Bay, I would like to thank Kupaak who is now an old man. He encouraged 
me on my trip and told me that we should go ahead and do what we want to do while 
we still can get around, because when a person gets really old, you can’t get around 
even though you would like to. He said he would like to see me again and he is very 
comfortable with me. 


In Chesterfield Inlet, I would like to thank the old couple Qaaqug and his wife who 
were very happy to see me and said they would like to see me again. They said they 
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were happy to hear that my trip was successful because I had travelled a long way and 
said they were especially happy to see an Inuk travelling to different communities. 


In Rankin Inlet, I thank Qaviq for telling me what the land is like between Baker Lake 
and Gjoa Haven. 


In Whale Cove, I would like to thank Atuat who was happy to see me there. She 
explained that her HF wasn’t working right and said she was sorry that she wasn't able 
to communicate with me on my trip. 


I would like to thank Donald Suluk for the use of his HF radio and I also thank his 
sister Quvaqaag who told me what to do if I should have problems on the way. 


Lastly, I would like to thank the RCMP who wanted to know where I planned to travel 
and be informed of my location during the trip. As we can see, they are doing their best 
to do their job and help people. 


I would also like to thank CBC in Rankin and Frobisher Bay for keeping the 
communities informed about where I was and for interviewing me. 


This was my trip by Yamaha snowmobile in 1984, a trip made on behalf of the Inuit 
Cultural Institute. 
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From Churchill to Eskimo Point on foot 


onday, February 10, 1986 was a lovely day with winds from the north. 

We left Churchill, heading along the shore where the grain elevator is, 
to the west side of the old house on the other side of the river. We used a push sled 
about ten feet long with mud runners, and wore modern clothing inside caribou 
clothing. Once we began walking, we started sweating a lot. Charlie Panigoniak from 
Rankin Inlet, who works for the Inuit Broadcasting Corporation, took films of us. 
He had a helper named Robin, who took him on his Ski-doo. We crossed Button Bay by 
pushing and pulling the sled; it was heavy even though it had mud runners. At sunset, 
we camped for the night to the south of Wales Point. We had a supper of boiled meat 
and southern foods. We had suspected that there might be polar bears in the area but 
we Saw none. 


The next morning was cloudy with a whiteout driven by northwest winds. In the early 
morning, we started walking across the ice towards land at the mouth of the North 
River, and camped to the north of a little shack. We travelled slowly because of ice 
build-ups along the shoreline, but some of the ice was smooth. Our sled seemed heavy. 
We camped as the sun was setting at Knife River. We had passed three shacks during 
the day’s journey. 


On Wednesday, we left at 9 a.m. in blowing snow, following the coastline. During the 
morning, we heard David Caskey on the radio dedicating a song to us—we were happy 
because there was someone thinking of us. At midday, the weather changed; there was 
blowing snow and it was starting to get stormy. We cut our sled in half because it was 
too heavy, making it into two sleds. We camped by an old canoe at the south of the 
Seal River in the late afternoon. We had travelled about eight miles. 


On Thursday morning, it was cold and stormy with more blowing snow. We listened to 
the forecast from Churchill first and then started moving again. On the previous day, 
one of my legs had been sore at the hip-joint, but it was much better on this day. It was 
hard to move forward because of the storm and the wind. It was better to stop after a 
short distance and then move on. While we were still moving, the weather started to 
clear up. We could see a hill which we knew was on the banks of the Seal River and 
since we recognized it, we decided to camp there. We also saw a Twin Otter flying up 
the coast. It may have been looking for us, we thought, because it flew very close by. 
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The next day was nice with a south wind. Starting at 8:30 a.m., we crossed the river, 
took some pictures of ourselves, and watered the runners of our sleds. We saw some 
tracks of caribou, and also saw a building which seemed far away to us. We went there 
and made tea and ate some of our grub for lunch. We also made handles for Frank's 
sled. At midday, we started moving along the coastline and were more eager to walk. 
My partner said that his sled was more comfortable now that it had handles for 
pushing. In the early afternoon, it started blowing snow, and as the day went on there 
was a sudden storm, so we camped at a place with bushes at the south of Hubbart Point 
on the shoreline around 4:30 p.m. We made an igloo and had supper, and we were 
ready to turn in an hour and half later. 


On Saturday, February 15, it was blowing snow with winds from the northwest and very 
cold. My chest was sore, and when I got outside the sun was already up. We packed our 
gear and walked along the shore which was smooth. We saw some tracks of caribou and 
when we stopped we spotted about ten caribou which were running away. | looked 
north and saw something going south; when we looked again we realized that six 
wolves were following the caribou closely along the shore. I fired three shots towards 
the wolves but didn’t hit one. My partner became happy when we started seeing wild 
animals. We moved on and camped at the south of narrows at the end of a point. 
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Ts next day, the weather was better and I could see a building at a distance 
at the end of Hubbart Point’s narrows. We started walking along the west 
side in the early morning, and heard some wolves howling to the south. The wind was 
from the northwest and very cold. We also saw some caribou. At the west side of 
Hubbart’s Point, we watered our runners. | tried putting on two different types of 
footwear because it was very slippery, but they were too uncomfortable so I took them 
off and put on my kamiks with cowhide soles. 


We made tea at the north of Hubbart Point (which used to be called Nataliviq). We also 
saw a grave and | started thinking about whose it was and remembered that it was 
Sidjituaq’s. I heard it was his from Daniel Nauqsauq who said that Sidjituaq was buried 
there. I also started remembering that Ujaupik and Paupa had said that they saw him 
when he went trading to Churchill in 1915 when they were children. When we left 
there, it was a nice day with the sun shining and the floe edge seemed near. We saw 
some high ground and | started remembering Kitigoyaqs but didn’t know which hill it 
was, but I knew it was to the north of us. We camped at the north shore of some rocky 
hills as the sun was setting. 


Monday was very cold with northwest winds, but the sun was shining. We went to the 
shoreline, and saw some fresh tracks of wolves going south. The shore was very smooth, 
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From Churchill to Eskimo Point on foot 





SO we went on but it was very cold and we had to stop once in a while. We also had 
some cases of frostbite. We had lunch in the shelter of a big rock, and made it to an old 
shack as it was getting dark. We watered our runners and took some pictures. There 
were some caribou near there and I shot at them because we were short of meat. 

I wounded one in the leg but didn't get one; my gun was new with a scope but it was 
not sighted properly so I missed a lot. So I sighted it and found out that I had only a 
few bullets left. We ate our last meat at suppertime. We had reached Tininittuaq. 


Tuesday was a nice day but cold with winds from the northwest and a little bit of 
blowing snow. We started moving before daylight. We tried going after some caribou 
but the bullets didn’t fit, so I didn’t shoot. It was very cold on the face and hands. 
Finally, after waiting for a group of caribou, we shot one with a .22 rifle, and we felt 
happy. At midday, we went over the south of Upigivig, made tea there and took some 
meat along with us for the journey. We started along the base of a long hill towards the 
north. We saw some caribou once in a while, and we were happy because we were 
nearing Nunalla. The snow was hard and there were lots of rocks and some steep hills. 
The weather cleared and we kept seeing caribou along the way. We kept moving even 
though it was getting dark because there was a full moon shining. We camped for the 
night long after it was dark. 


We made a small igloo near Qulitaliq where we could see a big ice-pack at a distance at 
sea. We cooked meat and made bannock and talked. We were more talkative, because 
we thought we would reach Nunalla the next day. 
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I: the morning, we started moving after the sun was up, but it was very cold 
and we ate lunch at a place with a big rock. We didn't feel like walking 
because there were many rocks, but our route seemed a bit smoother today. We reached 
Nunalla as the sun was setting and saw some Ski-doo tracks. We started thinking that 
someone had gone looking for us. We thought that it must have been Donald Suluk, but 
we had missed him, so we were a bit down. We decided to camp in one of the 
abandoned houses, but the windows were broken so we made an igloo instead. We 
made a fire and camped for the night there. It was a lovely night and there was a full 
moon. There was a lot of dried grass and we suspected there were a lot of mice there. 
After we had supper, I played my harmonica and sang some pissiks and our spirits were 
a bit higher. 


On Thursday, we started when the sun was just rising. We went along the ice build-ups 
and started going towards land. As we reached an old shack, we saw some caribou to 
the southwest. We felt more like walking because it was a nice day. Just as we were 
nearing a big rock which seemed like a good place to have lunch, a Keewatin Air plane 
approached very low, to our surprise. It dropped things like mitts, kamiks, biscuits, 
cigarettes and some tea along with a note saying that everything was okay, and that 
everyone was happy. We were very happy, too. We kept on going after the sun was set 
until we found a suitable place to camp at the south of Geillini River. We were happy 
and made bannock. The wind shifted to the east. 
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We left very early the next morning. There was an ice fog and there was fresh snow on 
the ground. We didn’t feel like walking, and as the sun rose higher we came to Geillini 
River. Our spirits dropped because we thought it was already behind us, and my feet 
were sore. We kept moving on the ice very slowly all day; the wind was blowing lightly 
from the southwest. As we moved along, my partner said that his feet were sore too, 
but we kept on moving even though we didn't feel like going on. Towards dusk, we saw 
what seemed to be rocky hills in the distance, so I looked at them through my telescope 
and saw some inukshuks. I was very happy to see them. We turned towards the 
inukshuks, because we were too far from the land. We walked for two hours to them, 
stopping once in a while along the way. As we approached them there was an 
abandoned igloo, and I was very thankful. We camped there long after the sun had set. 
After we had eaten, we went straight to bed, because our soles and ankles were sore. 


On Saturday, there were scattered clouds with winds from the north, not so cold, with 
fresh snow on the ground which made the sleds very heavy. We left when the sun had 
already been up for a long while. The land disappeared once in a while and there was a 
bit of drifting snow as we approached Tha-anne. We ate some lunch and took some 
meat that someone had left behind, and after lunch we moved on towards Old Timer’s 
River (Etanittat). There was blowing snow, although the sun shining. The snow was very 
hard, and we had to travel this way and that way because the ground was very rough. 
We felt like stopping and we couldn’t make it to Old Timer’s River, so we camped 
before the sun set and made an igloo. We put out our camping stove after we had made 
tea because we were short on naptha now. When our igloo was half finished, it seemed 
a bit warmer. We didn't go very far this day. 
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he next day was nice but with cold, strong winds from the northwest. 

We started walking again and it was very cold on the face and hands. 
My partner's feet were cold so he put on a pair of kamiks, but they were too small for 
him and they ripped in a very short time. It was too cold, with blowing snow, so we 
stopped and made tea and roasted some meat on a moss fire. After we had eaten, we 
saw a Ski-doo coming—it was Richard Tootoweetook on his way hunting. He had tea 
with us and afterwards he went on his way to Tha-anne River and we went on to 
Ujagasujutasag (a big rock just south of McConnell River). 





As we were approaching the big rock, the soles of my feet were sore again, and | had 
four cuts on my heels. So we camped for the night in the shelter of the big rock, but it 
was very cold during the night, so I lit the camping stove and a kamik caught fire. 

I threw it out along with the camp stove. I started laughing alone—nothing was burned 
except part of the top of Frank’s kamik. So I made another small igloo and we moved 
there in the middle of the night, and we spent the night with everything on because it 
was very cold. It was okay in the end, because we were so tired. There was a full moon 
shining, and the lights of Eskimo Point could be seen from where we were staying. 


Monday was the last day of our trip, a lovely day with clear skies and a north wind. We 
started walking even though the sun wasn’t up yet. Our gamutiks were very heavy and 
we didn't feel like walking. I cut my tarp in half and left the other half behind. At 
midday, we had the last of our meat for lunch along with some soup mix at the 
McConnell River. We ate only a little because we were almost out of food, and 
afterwards we started moving very slowly again because we didn’t feel like walking. At 
the mouth of the north fork of McConnell River, a Ski-doo was coming—it was Suluk. 
He told us that Nutarasuqniq was coming but had stopped because he had a problem 
with his carburetor, but that he would come. We were very happy and stayed there for 
two hours. We decided to take a ride back to Eskimo Point which was still 23 miles 
away because my feet couldn’t take any more walking because of the cuts. As we 
approached Eskimo Point, Ski-doos came towards us and I got nervous because I didn’t 
know that they were going to celebrate our arrival. When we reached home, there were 
lots of people waiting for us, and they had made igloos. We arrived as the sun was 
setting in the evening. I was very happy. 


That was the end of the journey we took to find out about the traditional way of 
travelling. 
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Lessons from our walking trip 





I’m glad my brother-in-law Frank Ijiki and I finished the trip we had planned 
for so long. The purpose of this trip was to learn more about what Inuit 
people had to go through in order to survive in the past. Unfortunately, some 
Inuit have very little patience with some things and, because of that, some 
problems arose on this trip. 





Travelling on foot 


When travelling on foot, it is better not to walk too far and get overtired. On this trip, 
we camped for the night at sunset and got up at sunrise. You should take some socks 
that you can slip on your feet easily because thick rough socks are not very comfortable 
when walking all day. Caribou socks with fur inside are best for your feet. Caribou 
clothes and store-bought clothes should not be worn at the same time. For example, if 
you wear cloth mittens inside your skin mitts, it will only make your skin damp. You 
should not wear wool socks inside your caribou socks. You should try to keep your 
kamiks dry because they get damp after they have been worn all day. Before you get up 
and start travelling in the morning, it is better to think one day at a time than to start 
thinking about the long journey ahead. This way you will be more eager to get up and 
will not worry about what it will be like in the coming days. 





Building an igloo 


Before building an igloo for the night, you should check the snow to make sure it is 
suitable. If there is more than one person, make sure the igloo will be big enough for all 
of you and your hunting equipment. When the weather is very cold, put your things 
such as a Coleman stove and food on the side of the igloo where the wind is coming 
from. Make sure your guns are handy and if you plan to leave some of your stuff 
outside the igloo, make sure it is stored neatly so that you can find it easily in a storm 
or under the snow. 
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Food 


Anyone who is travelling on the land should eat to keep warm. Before starting out each 
morning, make sure you have enough food for the trip. Make sure you have country 
food. It will keep you warm and keep you strong when you are walking. Frank and I 
found it easier to walk when we ate country food each day. 








Names of landmarks 





While travelling on the land, people should look around and try to remember the land 
and place-names. Inuit have always encouraged their young people to learn about the 
land. Try to remember the names so you will not get lost. While we were travelling from 
Churchill, I would see the places that people who used to live around that area had 
described in the past. It makes me happy to go through the places where they used to 
go. It’s very important to know the land and its names. 





Inuit culture 





As we were travelling from Churchill, we saw many places where Inuit used to stay. 
Throughout this trip, we learned many things about our ancestors. When I see the old 
camping grounds, traditional graves and other marks of our ancestors, it makes me want 
to treasure our culture and keep it alive. It also helped me to see the things I should be 
doing at my job at the Inuit Cultural Institute. I know some things will never be the 
same again because we have so many things that we didn't have in the past, but we can 
keep the Inuit ways alive. We can also use the new ways if we want to. For example, we 
found during this trip that it’s probably better to use plastic runners for gamutiks than 
mud runners. The plastic runners are a lot better when travelling on the sea ice. 
Another example is that when making an igloo, you can use either a snowknife or hand 
saw to cut the snow blocks. 





Learning Inuit ways 


Frank Ijiki had a hard time learning some Inuit skills because he had never experienced 
them before. He had to learn to do many things in the wilderness, but he was very 
willing to learn and had much patience. I worked hard to teach him the things he did 
not know and tried to keep him happy at the same time during that long, tiring trip. I 
think the trip was very beneficial to both of us. I was happy to teach him survival skills. 
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Lessons from our walking trip

It is very important that young people take part and learn about the traditional hunting 
skills and the land. There are many things that we should know about Inuit ways 
because they are very important to people who are living in the North. 


It also was hard for me to teach Frank everything because he is a grown man and I 
couldn’t talk to him as if he were a child. What I learned was that it would be better to 
teach children traditional skills while they are growing up so they can learn to do things 
a little bit at a time. They should be taught how to do things by watching and 
practicing the things they are taught.

At first, when David Owingayak and I started walking from Churchill to Eskimo Point, 
I thought it was going to be a short distance. But it’s a long way and, pulling a heavily 
loaded sled, we were tired after the first two miles we walked. That first day, I thought 
we were not fit enough to finish the trip. But I learned how to find good snow to build 
an igloo and how you should cut the snow blocks, and I also learned how to stay warm 
in cold weather. In cold weather, caribou-skin clothing seems to be warmer than wool 
clothing. It was a long walk and I would like to thank David who taught me many 
different things on the way.
